And it is 
more for his Honour to have it thus told, with the true 
Circum ſt ances of it; than to leave it to Blacten his Memory 
much more, when his Enemies ſhall Publiſh it, with falſe 
Aggravations, and the Truth be Forgotten. 

It is told before, Set xv. How the General Aſſembly 
objected againſt the Ning, the Great Unwillingneſs and 
Reluitancy with which he Siga d this Declaration; and that 
he ſhou'd ſay afterwards, He did not think his Father Guilty 
of - Bloods and that notwithſtanding he had ſo Declar d, be 
had his own Meaning thereof. This was then made uſe of 
as a Great Aggravation againſt the King · But now do's 
fully Fu#ify him, ſo far, as that he did not Willingly caſt 
ſuch a Reflection upon his Royal Father, or Himſelf.
